,lmo\v him are impressed with hi-s .sin- 
cerity is partly rcisponsible I'lir his 
gvent tiucces.s in collecting. 
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face I recogni.sed. At the close of the 
meeting this man whom I discovered 
was sel'ving a term of hard labor, re- 
quested the privilege of an interview, 
and this I glailly granted. What a 
story he unfolded ! Twenty year.s pre- 
viously, he reminded me, he had been 
well placed in a flouri.shing suburban 
busines.s. At that time he lived hap- 
pily with his wife ...ml family, and wa.s 
we'll known and highly respected in 
the district. Intemperance alone 
dragged him from that position, and 
i;t the time we niet he was the occu- 
pant of II felon's cell, separated from 
loved ones, and <' jstitute of good 
character. 

"At that interview he begged to be 
allowed to come to the Social Farm at 
the tei'mination of his sentence, and 
accordingly he presented himself there 
on hi.s release. Shortly after his ad- 
mission he sought and found Salvation 
and from that time he never looked 
Lack. 

"One day, seized with sadden pain, 
he passed away. His dear one.s who 
attended the funeral were delighted 
to know that he did not die a.>5 an out- 
cast, in drunk dishonoi; but had 
hepn reclaimed through the out- 
slrelched hand of The Salvation Army, 



Just ia tiuie one of our men arrived 
and snatched ■■ the blood-stained knife 
from his grasp. 

"But by the blessing of God he 
gradually came to himself, and im- 
proved mentally, physically, and 
spiritually. He later gave his heart 
to God. On leaving the Colony for a 
good situation, some month.^ later, he 
wrote the following letter to Colonel 
Lotz: 

" 'In looking back upon the past four 
and 'a half months I find that words 
fail to express my feelings of grati- 
tude for the wonderful change which 
God ha.s mercifully wi'ought in me . . . 
For eighteen . ears I had boon wel- 
comed into the best society in Cape 
circles, but, with two exception.s, those 
I might reasonably have hoped would 
stand for me, forsook me in my hour 
of urgent need. Many whom I have 
helped financia:lly forget me entirely, 
but I value and appreciate what haf? 
been done for me during my stay on 
thf Farm. May God richly bless the 
noble effort.^ of The Army.' "

lordGrewe and The Founder Received at The Elysee by French President— Educate the Men 

—Safeguarding Army Open-Air Rights 



Wednesday, July ath, 1925.— In 
Paris. To the British Embassy. 
Quite a palace. The Martiuess af 
Crewe's Secretary very cordial. Some 
glorious portraits in the reception- 
room. Lord Crewe came in present- 
ly; very warm. Seemed quite pleased 
to see me, and though nei-vous, very 
cordial. Driving iu his car to the 
Elysee, spoke of the Founder. He 
seemed ciuite moved. I said, "My dear 
father, whenever he spoke of you, 
used almost the language of affec- 
tion." "Yes, yes. he was my friend — > 
my friend." I think I caught a note 
of deep' appreciation for couiiaels 
given long ago. 

The Elysee — the great Napoleon's 
favorite residence in .Paris, A gor- 
geous pile; rooms unequalled; and 
the gardens at once the most enchant- 
ing and uplifting I have ever seen, I 
could not refrain fi'oni saying, while 
we waited for our interview, "Well, 
the President has a very nice flat!"

the audience by their brisk entrance 
on tiie run, and the vim and vigor with 
which every exercise was performed; 
a skipping drill, by the Montreal I 
Life-Saving Guards, which not only 
made interesting drill, but also gave 
evidence of expert handhng of the 
skipping rope. Bandsman Brick, of 
Montreal IV, and Baudsiuan William 
Campbell, of No. I, rendered mandolin 
and cornet solos respectively; and 
the Montreal I Life-Saving Scouts 
presented a humorous dialogue, "A 
Perfectly Perfect Boy."

An ideal setting for the presenta- 
tion of Brigadier Beraard Booth's lec- 
ture, "An Army in the Making," the 
sweeping platform presents a delight- 
ful picture of uniformed Salvation- 
ism, On the right we see the crimson- 
coated Bandsmen of Earlscourt, their 
shimmering, silver-plated instruments 
aoxmdingthe battle-cry; the left wing: 
.supports. - a . battalion ; of uniformed 
Cadets from the Training Garrison, 
the scarlet insignia of the "Hal'lelu- 
jah" bonnets worn by the Songsters 
symbolic of the sacrificial Blood of 
the Christ — the Invisible Commander; 
a vivid bit of color is flung across the 
centre of the stage by the Koreans 
and the splendid missionaries — 
Major and Mrs. Hill— who, dressed in 
pictures que native cos- 
tumes, lift their voices 
3n a hymn of praise, 
sung in a strange 
tongue but with the un- 
derstanding heart of 
the saved. In the 
midst of these Army 
troops, stands the Com- 
manding Officer, distin- 
guished In hia military 
bearing, yet the Icindli- 
uess of his smile be- 
spealdng the comrade- 
ship ever recognized between Com- 
missioner Sowton and the Soldiera of 
the Territory, 

Standing out in relief from the ar- 
resting background, the lecturer- 
Brigadier Bernard Eeoth— whose en- 
thusiasm and whoise pride in the high 
calling of his fathers, mixed with sim- 
plicity in setting forth the tasks ac- 
compliahed through the Young Peo- 
ple's Work of The Salvation Army, 
won the hearts of that vast audience, 
from the wee lassie on her mother's 
knee to the oldest warrior bowed with 
age. 

Symbolical of the cloak of darkness 
that ever shrouds the world of sin 
and the countries sunk in heathenism, 
were the shadows of the darkened

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hall, while the flash of exquisitely- 
tinted pictures, all-glorified by invis- 
ible light, across the screen, synibol- 
Izedv the power of Salvation and its 
doraiulou over sin.

That God is no Re- 
specter of persons was em- 
phasized as the Brigadier told 
stories of boys and girls res- 
cued from slums and homes of 
dreai'y environmeut, who, 
linked up' with The Army, had 
become leaders and, in turn, 
rescuers tkemaelves. The 
hope of the future Army, de- 
clared the Brigadier, is the 
youth of to-day, and with the 
portrayal of junior organiz- 
ation afctivities, the audience 
realized the signiftcance of boyhood 
and girlhood. 

Intensely interesting was the story 
of the four-fold endeavor of those 
useful orgaulaatious — the Life-Saving 
Scouts arid Guards— Salvation of the 
body, mind, soul, and others.

—greeted the first glimpse 
of a Training Garrison, the; 
face of a beloved Leader or 
a world-renowned Officer. 

To far distant countries, 
wbere The Army had raised

carrying its message of the true God 
to idol-worshippers, Brigadier Booth 
transported his audience. Pictures of 
little yellow, black and brown babies, 
reared iu ignorunce and sin, tugged 
hard at the hearts of the Salvation- 
ists, who reverently sensed the urge 
to unfurl The Army Flag in every 
darkened corner of Japan, China, India 
and Korea. 

"Wherever our Flag flies it stands 
for protection," declared tbe Brig- 
adier, comparing The Army's work to 
a great protecting umbrella, vyhich 
was illustrated on the screen and un- 
derneath which were grouped a crowd 
of boys and girl representing many 
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nations. This, said the lecturer, was 
the dream of the Founder.

AN INSTRUCTIVE ARTICLE ON AN IMPORTANT SUBJECT

You may think your lot is hard

In essaying the tuning of his band, 
the Bandmaster will probably be on 
.sa'fest ground if he adopts the follow- 
ing' plan, although .there are vari- 
ous methods of accomplishing the 
task. 

It will be understood that the Band 
will have to be tuned do\vn to the 
flattest instrument; for while it is 
possible — by pulling slides out and 
thus increasing the tube length-^to 
flatten an instrument, it is impossible 
to shai'pen one that is already flat 
with all the slides pushed home. 

In any case, the best instrument 
\vith which to commence and to take 
as the standard, is the tenor trom- 
bone. Choose your most reliable and 
experienced trombone player for this. 
If, on investigation, it is found tliat 
there is an instrument which is flat 
with the trombone and cannot be 
sharpened up (his slides being already 
pushed in), then the tenor trombone 
must be flattened down to such instru- 
ment. If it is a Bb instrument, 
a cornet for instance, use the middle 
C of each for tuning purposes; or, if 
it is an Eb honi, tune the middle C of 
the trombone vnth. the G of the horn. 

Now you have your standard fixed 
you can commence tuning the Band 
from the tenoT trombone. It is best 
to tune just the open notes of the 
whole Band first. Tune first the tenor 
trombone section to the standard 
trombone, u.stng the middle C. Leave 
the G trombone for the time being. 

"Take now the Bb cornets in trnm, 
tuning their middle C to the C of the 
standard trombone. : When the whole 
family of Bh comets has been tuned 
singly, try them together as an exti'a 
test just on the C alone. Now leave 
the coriiets for the moment and take 
the Eb soprano whose G (second line) 
may be tuned with the middle C of the 
Bb cornets. 

Next take the Eb horns, ^yl^ose G 
(second line) should be made to accord 
with the middle C of the trombone.

FN THE PRACTICE ROOM 

I would like to mention a method I 
follow in tea'cliiug tho Brigade, 

For tlve or ten minutea I concen- 
trate on marks used in the piece we 
are practising, and I write all the ex- 
pi'OSHion indications on a blackboard, 
explaining ihom at some length, Tliiis 
blackboard is kept in front of the 
Brigade all the time the selection Is 
being rehearsed. 

It is ray ciiatom also to invite ques- 
tions concerning the musie, and aided 
by the facilities afforded by the hlack- 
board, I am able to explain note 
vaUiatidn, rests, and other paints 
which 7niay not be quite clear to new 
members of tlie Brigade. 

I copied the idea from our Band in- 
structor, \\rho used this method in the 
teand practice, where it has proved 
intorest,ing and useful.— X. Y, Z. 



Basses way now be taken, testing their 
middle G, as before, with the C of the 
standard trombone. 

When you have tuned the members 
of each Bb group separately, test tlie 
section together as was done with the 
cornets. 

The.Eb Basses should now be taken 
using their middle G to the middle C 
of the trombone. 

It is now advisable to test the whole 
Band on its open notes. First take 
all the Bb instvuments, and, com- 
mencing with middle C, try the G be-, 
low, and then the bottom C. Sound 
the middle G again, and then on to 
upper B and G. If the result proves 
satisfactory, follow exactly the same 
procedure vntix the full set of Eb in- 
struments. 

Having accomplished- the tuning of 
the open notes of the whole Band 
(excepting the G trombone which 
must wait patiently awhile), the Band- 
ma-stev can now es.'5ay the tuning of 
the first valves;. To tune the Bb c.oi'- 



nets on this valve, let the soprano 
sound his C (this, of course, is already 
tuned, and tlie cornets,. F. Tune each 
instrument singly and then test the 
whole section together, aa before. 

Use the horns as your standard in 
tuning the other Bb instruments; the 
C of the boms, of course, being tested 
with the F of the Baritones, 
Euphoniums and Bb Basses. Follow 
the previous course of taking eadi in- 
.strument singly, and then the section 
in groups and finally the whole of the 
Bb instruments on the F. 
■ To tune the first valve of the Eb 
insti-uments, the Bb cornet muL;t be 
taken as the standard. Now that the 
cornet F is in tune, his Bb (obtained 
with the same first valve) will, of 
course, be automatically tuned. The 
F of the Eb instruments may now be 
tuned by the Bb of the cornet. Take 
the Eb instiiiments in rotation as pre- 
viously. 

It will be as well now to test the 
whole Band on its first valve notes, 
taking the Bb and Eb instruments in 
separate groups, of course. Start on 
P, first space, and then try Eb above 
and the upper D and F. There is no 
need to try the extremes, for if the 
middle compass is well tuned, the ex- 
trenies can be left to look after them- 
selves.— B.C.

ERIENCES OF • 
TROMBONE PLAYING 
I Bandsman I. Wilkinson,. 



MONTREAL I 

Ah wc have already .seen, the trom- 
bone Ih a very old in.stnimpnt, being 
used in the >'car (585 B.C. and being 
called the l)rokcn trumpet, which 
meany that it must be played some- 
what like a trumpet. There are some 
player.s who do not realize this; but 
produce a tone similar to that of a 
flugel horn. 

The tongue must play a very im- 
portant part in trombone playing be- 
cause trombones are of extreme use- 
fulness in giving attack to chords, and 
are used by composers largely for this 
purpose. 

The trombone player has a lot to 
loarn in the way of correct slurring, 
for this is a very hard instrument to 
slur on. ■ We often hear a good 
many quarter tones when we listen to 
some of the players, not only in Sal- 
vation Army Bands, but in Military 
Bands. 

Wliat struck me away back in the 
summer when I was listening to a 
Band in one of our parks, was the 
four trombone players puffing their 
cheeks out. You %\ill admit that this 
does not look very attractive, and I 
am sure it do-s not improve the 
tone. One thing I used to do, when 
learning to play an instrument, was 
to look into a mirror to see whether 
I was blowing my cheeks out. 

Another impoi'tant point in troin- 
bone playing is phrasing. It is here 
that most of us fail; for this is one 
of the hardest things the trombone 
plaj'er has to deal with. If we can 
take two bars of slow comriirm tiine 
without breaking the phrase, wb are 
doing well. 

Most of tlie trombone solos in our 
Selections are of the slow melody 
character and they need a good, deal 
of practice to correctly phrase. 

How often one hear.s a two-syllable 
word cut in two, not because the solo- 
ist couldn't avoid the fault, but be- 
cause he had not learned the proper 
way to phrase, 

■Another error often made is in not 
giving ,the notes full value, a semi- 
breve being held out three beats, V 
Then we have another obstacle to 
overcome. This is the cadenza; What 
mishandling takes place here. Just 
fancy trying to tear through the 
cadenza in "Precious Thoughts," and 
on the other hand one hears the 
cadenza in "Beulah Land," dragged 
t,o pieces. 

The trombone has been very fortynr 
ate up to now in the Army Journals 
in not having many difficult cadenzas. 
The solos are a bit more difficult oh 
account of. being in flat "keys. I won- 
der hov7 many trombohe players can 
produce tlie fine G on their in,'itru- 
ment, .starting from pedal G, next 
the bottom Q, and so on until the G 
above the stave is reached ? This 
can be accomplished with practice, al- 
though it may be hard for some to bcr 
lieve. .'., 

One thing I noticed 
while I was playiiig in the 
orche.stra at the college 
was that the. 1,'^t trombone 
music from W|e old mastr 
ers was wTitten in the 
idto clef.- This: means, of 
course, that yqu have got 
to do some playing .above 
the stave—as far as top E 
sometime.^, while the sec- 
ond trombone will go as 
far as top Bb. 

Then again; we see the 
trombohe descending to 
peddle C in the treble clef. 
This, of com's0, is iTiucli 
easier than playing above 
Thus, it will he gathered 
that the range of the trombone is an 
extensive one. 

■ "A useful dsvice/in. trombone play- 
ing . is the trombone ballancer, For 
my.self, I .think these save your arm 
f j-om a lot of aching, and you will 
fmd that you can use your slide with 
much greater facility and thus with a 
consequent gain in efficiency.

He was in the 
heyday of youth, with the pleasing 
prospect of a usefiU life of Officer- 
ship hefore hiui, in 'whieh he had al- 
ready made a splendid beginning. 
Borli of Salvationist parents who 
are well known and highly respected 
in this country and In the Old Land, 
Francis was not serionaly considered 
by his parentf? among the "eUgihles" 
of their family for the ranks of 
Officership for several reasons. But 
to the surprise of all actpiainted with 
him, he one night was seen at the 
Altar, and, following a terrific 
spiritual struggle, made the an- 



nouncement that he had received the 

Call. 

On leaving the Training Garrison 
in 1924, he was appointed to Thed- 
ford; a year later to Mount Forest 
and, by a peculiar coincidence, at the 
death of Captain Nevill in September, 
last year, he was appointed to suc- 
ceed him at Seaforth.
